Machines Lining Both Sides of
Thoroughfares Force Vehicles
to Use Car Tracks

NEW HUEE_S AWAIT SIGNS

Pozens of complnints concerning vio-
ation of the parking regulations pour
dally Into the office of Superintendent

Mille.

Complaints come from motormen, au-
tomobilists and trolley riders who have
peen held up by dump carts_or other
wagons unnble to get out of the trolley
teacks hpeause of trucks and auto-
mobilos parked on both sldes of one-
wAS streels,

Through the narrdhv chasm formegd by
the vehicles lining the enrb trafie must
wend its way., Hometimes columns
flocks In length are delayed because n
horsesdrawn vehicle Is unable to turn
out at the trolley’s warning bell.

Eighth, Ninth, Tenth and FEleventh
streets north of Arch seem to have the
most flagrant violators,  Automobiles
and trucks are. pnrked so clorely to-
gether It is imnossible for vehicles to
turn out and allow trolleys and faster
‘ovlnx traffic to pnse.

New Rules to Stop Congestion

When told of the existing ‘onditions
on mpme of the streets north of Arch
street Superintendent Mills sald :

“There i» really nothing we can do
‘pow to correct the oonzutlnn resulting
from the unlawful parking of vehicles
on both sides of the street,

“The new traffie regulations and their
amendments, which wers passed by
Couneil, however, will clear this con-
gested condition and open the main
arteries of tenfic between points north
and south of Arch street,

“We are having signs painted which
will warn truck drivera nnd automobile
owners of the regulations and if they
fail to obey them they will recelve sum-
mons.

“The signg will be finished n about
n week and then traffic regulations will
te rigldly enforeed.'’

The new code of regulations which
_Council prssed on has not been enforeed
becaure of Insufficient time In which to
have the parking standards paiffted and
placed in their positions.

The traffic regulations ns they have
been amended make the district bounded
by Pine street. Vine strect, Seventh
street and the Bchuylkill River a fifteen-
minute rnrk]ng zone,

In nddition 1o this regulation park-
ing of ull kinds will be prohibited in
tha morning and evening rush hours on
Market street, and Arvch stroet from the
Schuylkill River to Heventh street, and
on Broad street from South street to
Montgomery avenue,

The ruch hours’ have bren decided
upon 8% 7 to ) o'clock in the morning
and 4:30 to 6:30 o’clock in the evening.
During these hours nn parking will be
permitted in the distriet.

Large standards with conerete hnses
similar to the ones now used by the
poliee department to inform wvehicular
trafic of the parking regulations will
he placed in every block. f

The new standards have black let-
tering on 0 red background and welgh
more than two hundred pounds,

A onv-hour parking limit provided
by the new regulations will incrude the
district from Giirard avenue to South
street  between  the  Delaware  and
Rfehuylkill Rivers, with' the exception
of the eontenl nren west of Heventh
sreet  and  between  Vine and ine
streeta,

New One-Way Streets

In many sections treaftie has been tiol
up by heavy vehicles sueh ns trucks
and dump earts, on one-way streets.
Recause of thi« condition streets have
been marked out in the regulntions
which will be used for onc-way trathe
vxelusively,
